REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to teach and/or suggest a transparent glazing unit that contains hydrophobic 
aerogel particles containing a haze value of about 50% or more as specified in claims 1 
and 12 along with the "at least one inner wall protruding from the inner surface into the 
channel" in claim 1 , the first and second sheets with supporting members of claim 1 2 
and the two U-shaped members forming the panel structure per claims 26, 39 and 48 
filled with hydrophobic aerogel particles with a haze value of 50% or more in 
combination with all the other limitations in claims 1,12, 26. 39 and 48. The examiner is 
relying on the applicant's arguments on pages 12-18 in the Appeal Brief filed April 10, 
2009.
